1 . Insert a narrow, flat-blade screwdriver 
inte the two slots between the upper and 
lower case, then twist. Pull the case 
halves apart by pressing inward on the 
snap-in module, if necessary. 

2. Use an exacto knife to remove the 
desired panel(s) from the case, then 
route the cable through that slot. For 
example, if the cable cemes frem the 
wall outlet, remove the panel from the 
lower case; if the cable comes from the 
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right side, then remove a panel from the 
upper case’s right side. 

Note: When the panel Is removed from 
the lower case, sharp edges may be left 
from the tabs. To prevent potential Injury, 
sand down the sharp edges. 

3. Press the two locking tabs on the lower 
case to remove the snap-ln module. 

4. Mount one or more snap-in jacks and 
couplers (not supplied, available at your 
local RadloShack store) on the snap-ln 
module by matching the top of the jack 
with the direction of the up-arrow on the 
back of the snap-ln module, then 
snapping the jack Into the front panel. 

Note: If only one port opening Is used, 
attach a protective cap (available at your 
local RadloShack store) to prevent dust 
from entering the case. 

5. Connect the cable to the snap-in jack(s) 
and coupler(s), then reattach the snap- 
in module to the front panel. Be sure the 
snap-ln module’s up arrow Is on the top. 

6. Route one supplied wire tie through the 
wire tie hole, then hold and tie all cables 
In a bundle. 

7. Drive the supplied screws into the lower 
case’s round holes to attach it to a wall, 
or use the double-sided tape to mount it 
on a desk or file cabinet. 

8. Snap the upper case back onto the 
lower case.
